BRITISH EAST AFRICA. 


H.M. Sub-Commissioner for the Province of Ukamba, British East 
Heiethied’ inde Africa, reports that with regard to the present 
system of trading there, nearly all the local 
Sinaia. trade, t.e., any trade within four or five miles of 
the railway, i is brought into the bazaars, but to 

places further afield caravans proceed as in the past. 

The principal goods required by the natives are as follows :-— 
Grey cloths, Americani and Gumpty ; black and dark blue cloths, 
Kaniki; Turkey red, Bendera; flannel shirts: fez caps; umbrellas ; 
cheap blankets, ‘but must be wool ; military and police coats ; cop- 
per wire ; brass wire; and fancy beads. 

Locally, rupees and pice will purchase anything there is for sale. 
The money eventually finds its way into the bazar, and the trade 
goods required or fancied by the natives are purchased. 


a2 
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Nearly all the retail trade with the natives is in the hands of the 
East Indians and a few Greeks. The wholesale trade is mostly in 
the hands of East Indians and one or two German houses. Scarcely 
any British firms compete in the business, at least not through 
agents in Ukamba. 

A list showing the different trade goods used in the country, and 
giving as nearly as possible the percentage of demand of each kind, 
is attached to the report and is reproduced below. Samples of 
nearly all the trade goods required by the natives were also for- 
warded with the report and have been sent to the Association of 
Chambers of Commerce of the United Kingdom, 1, Great College 
Street, Westminster, S.W.

Docks Company, Limited,” and making provision for the con- 
struction of quays in the harbour at Rio. 

The principal provisions of this Agreement are a concession for 
99 years of the constructed quays and wharves, which are divided 
into five sections, four of which are to be concluded within 12 years 
from 25th August, 1900. 

Under Article 16, the Amalgamated.Company will be entitled to 
receive, from the Ist of January, 1902, for a maximum period of 
40 years, a percentage never exceeding 2 per cent. of the value of 
‘imported merchandise, to be collected directly by the Government, 
and calculated so that, together with the taxes referred to in Law 
1476, of 18th October, 1869, it shall not exceed what is necessary 
for paying Government fiscal expenses, interest at 6 per cent. on 
capital employed in works, and the respective sinking fun1 for a 
maximum period of 68 years, and finally for expenses of mainten- 
ance. 
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The concession is, so far as regards advantages and obligations, 
to be on a par with that granted to the “ Dock ipimeear of Santos.” 

H.M. Minister is iaformed on good authority that not more than 
4 per cent. will be collected at first upon imported merchandise. 


The New York “ Journal of rpaaayr it of the 8th inst. states that

FORTHCOMING EXHIBITIONS. 
AUSTRIA-HUNGARY.

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A report by the United States Consul at Reichenburg states that 
Exhibition at 2” exhibition of general manufactures will be 
latin held at Tetschen, Bohemia, from 15th July to 
Bohemia, 15th September, 1902. Tetschen is a growing 
_—. town of 10,000 inhabitants, situated on the 
River Elbe. Its importance is relatively much greater than its 
size, as it lies close to the frontier of Germany, and Customs 
examinations and train changes occur there. 

Several public buildings will be used for the exhibition, and 
space therein should be engaged by Ist February, to insure against 
disappointment. Exhibits cannot be placed, however, before 
lst June, and must all be on hand by 10th July. 

It is expected that reduced freight rates for exhibits will be 
secured on the railways and the River Elbe, and that the tariff 
laws will be suspended for their benefit. 

The exhibits will be divided into twenty-seven groups, as 
follows: (1) Clay and glass ware; (2) building materials; (3) 
_ chemical products; (4) foods and drinks; (5) furniture and 
wooden ware; (6) textiles and clothing; (7) leather and hard- 
ware ; (8) metal wares ; (9) machinery ; (10) musical instruments ; 
(11) mathematical, physical, and surgical instruments ; (12) paper, 
printing, and photographic products; (13) educational articles ; 
(14) antique and modern art products; (15) agriculture and 
forestry ; (16) garden and orchard; (17) navigation ; (18) minin 
and smelting; (19) electricity; (20) travel; (21) hunting an 
sporting ; (22) hygienic articles; (23) aids to progress; (24) fire 
extinguishers ; (25) inventions ; (26) amateur work.

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A Meeting of the Board of Trade Advisory Committee on 
Commercial Intelligence was held on the 19th inst. at the offices of 
the Board, No. 7, Whitehall Gardens, S.W., Sir-Alfred Bateman, 
K.C.M.G., in the chair. The other members of the Committee 
present were Mr. H. Llewellyn Smith (Deputy Controller of the 
Commercial, Labour and Statistical Departments of the Board of 
Trade), Mr. F. Brittain (ex-President of the Sheffield Chamber of 
Commerce), Mr. T. Craig-Brown (of the South of Scotland 
Chamber of Commerce), Professor Wyndham Dunstan, F.R.S., 
Mr. C. A. Harris, C.M.G., Mr. T. W. Holderness, C.S.1L., Mr. W. 
H. Holland, M.P., and Sir Albert K. Rollit, M.P.; with Mr. G. J. 
Stanley, of the Commercial Department of the Board of Trade, the 
Secretary of the Committee. Mr. Algernon Law, of the Foreign 
Office, attended the Committee, in the absence of Sir H. G. 
Bergne, K.C.M.G., and Mr. T. Worthington, the Principal of the 
Intelligence Department of the Board of Trade, was also present. 
The principal business at the meeting had relation to the proposed 
new German Customs Tariff. 


AMERICAN versus BRITISH COAL IN THE 
MEDITERRANEAN. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
copy of a report by Mr. Gurney, H.M. Consul at Marseilles, on the 
competition of American coal with British coal in Mediterranean 

rts. 
pour. Gurney states that American coal imports at Marseilles 
“‘ have increased very rapidly during the past three years. Rising 
suddenly to 118,491 tons imported during 1900, the coal imported 
from the United States during the first nine months of 1901 has 
reached the fair total of nearly 175,000 tons. It is estimated 
that the total import for the present year will exceed 200,000 
OMG. 
“In my opinion this American competition will only become 
dangerous to British coal if (1) high prices continue at home, and 
(2) if the American shipping interest succeeds in securing the 
passing of the Bounty Bill in 1902. In that case, I fear that the 
American coal owners will get the hoped for chance of capturing 
the Mediterranean coal trade. . . . . .” 

Further on, the Consul reports that the exorbitant price of coal 
in 1899 and 1900, gave the Americans an opportunity of securing 
a certain number of contracts. In the beginning of 1900, one 
trial shipment of 15,000 tons took several months to be disposed 
of, but much of it was finally sold at a considerable loss to the 
importer. At the close of 1900 under the impression of the rise 
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holding, several large contracts were made for delivery over 1901 
at Marseilles. . . . 

Owing, however, to the unexpected fall in prices and freights, 
these contracts have been deeply regretted. British liners were, 
at the date of the report, taking American small coal at Marseilles, 
but it is coal on which the importers have lost heavily. The great 
contracts for American coal made in 1900 have now worked off, 
and are not likely to be renewed under present conditions. 
Americans are not making offers for forward delivery at anything 
like the prices that Cardiff coal can be bought at. The whole 
matter is one of prices and ete which are for the present in 
favour of British coal. d 

The Consul states it as his opinion that the inflated prices of 
British coal have done the British coal trade a considerable amount 
of harm. Americans have been able to get their coal on the 
market, and this alone has considerably modified things in their 
favour. American steam coal has been tried and found to be, in 
quality, far superior to expectation. The old prejudice against it 
is beginning to disappear. The difference in firing value between 
British and competing American qualities, hitherto estimated at 
10 per cent. in favour of the British, has already come down to 
7 per cent. Americans hope before long to be able to convince 
their customers in the Mediterranean, by practical experience, that 
the difference in results is solely due to European ignorance in the 
handling and firing of their coals. Indeed, they have already 
succeeded in doing this to an appreciable extent during 1901. The 
P.L.M. Railway Company, and the Cie. Générale Transatlantique, 
find they can burn American small coal without any loss by 
working it into briquettes. The coal disposed of at Marseilles for 
industrial purposes bas also given full satisfaction. Anthracites 
are in demand for household use, as the practice of house heating 
with base burner stoves in lieu of open wood fires is becoming 
more general. The first step has thus been successfully taken. 
The question is no longer one of qualities, but of freights and 
prices. Given a further rise in British prices, American contracts 
will be accepted. In the meantime, if prices remain as high as 
they are still, a few cargoes may be disposed of from time to time, 
under exceptional circumstances, such as a temporary slump in 
freights. 

The Consul continues: “I hold, therefore, that for the present 
- American competition in coal is not a very serious matter. But 
now let us look a little further ahead and consider what must 
inevitably happen if Americans succeed in passing their Shipping 
Bounty Bill. With 2s. 6d. per ton in their favour, and with high 
prices ruling at home, American competition will become a very 
serious matter indeed. American coals now offered at 1s. 6d. per 
ton below competing qualities of British, are in the opinion of 
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Americans quite able to stand a fatthier reduction, if that be 
necessary to meet any further fall in British prices. They do not 
believe that prices in Great Britain will ever come down below 
American output prices, but if they do, the Shipping Bounty Bill 
will by that time have enabled them to become masters of the 
situation. With the passing of the Bill the very thorough prepa- 
rations that have been made for the past two years by the Baltimore- 
Ohio and other leading companies in the United States, with a 
view to ultimately monopolising the Mediterranean coal trade, 
will have matured sufficiently to permit of their starting operations 
on a large scale, 

“ The main features of the American scheme are to reduce costs 
by owning their land transport and their ships; to increase the 
tonnage; reduce costs of manipulation by labour-saving ma- 
chinery ; to extend their operations all over the Mediterranean 
and, via the Suez Canal, to the Philippines; to pick up return 
freight at every available port ; to create large depéts, and offer a 
large volume of business. The investigations have been carried 
out, with true American foresight and thoroughness, by responsible 
representatives of leading companies. , 

“T fear that with a cessation of the actual boom in the United 
States; with over-production of coal which is bound to come; 
with the help of a bounty on the coal exported, America will not 
be satisfied with having come on the South European market, but 
will find a way of staying there at our expense. Of course, it may 
be said that the Mediterranean coal demand is but a small 
percentage of the world’s requirements. That with a constantly 
increasing demand at home and abroad for our steam coal, the 
capture of the Mediterranean by American coal would not be a 
very heavy loss to Great Britain. Again, as most of the 
American contracts for the Mediterranean would doubtless 
continue to be made in England, the loss would not fall very 
heavily on British trade, Yet, on the other hand, the American 
Shipping Bounty Bill will be followed by the carriage of American 
coal in American vessels; and the tendency to dispense with the 
middleman is a marked feature of the plan on which Americans 
propose to operate. British shipping and the less prominent coal 
owners and merchants, will surely feel the competition.

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THE DECLINE OF AMERICAN TRADE WITH CHINA. 


In a memorandum recently received at the Board of Trade from 
the United States Bureau of Statistics, it is stated that American 
commerce with China seems to have suffered more during the 
disturbances of last year than that of other countries. Imports 
into China from Great Britain in 1900 exceeded those of 1899 by 
more than 5,000,000 Haikwan taels,* those-from Russia increased 
1,000,000 Haikwan taels, those from Turkey in Asia, Persia, 
Egypt, Algiers, &c., a considerable increase, and those from 
Continental Europe a slight increase; while from the United 
States the imports fell from 22,288,745 Haikwan taels in 1899 to 
16,724,493 in 1900. This was a reduction in imports from the 
United States of about 25 per cent., while the United Kingdom 
showed an increase of more than 10 per cent., Russia more than . 
25 per cent., the Asiatic countries above-mentioned 40 per cent., 
and Continental Europe a slight increase. 

An examination of the details of the import trade with China 
in 1900 compared with that of preceding years, also justifies the 
conclusion that American trade suffered more than that of other 
countries during the year 1900. . 

Cotton goods and kerosene are the largest imports into China 
from the United States, and they come into competition with 
English, Dutch, and Japanese cotton, and Russian and Sumatran 
kerosene. 

The statistics show that in cotton drills the imports of English 
goods fell from 78,887 pieces in 1899 to 69,047 in 1900, a 
reduction of less than 10,000 pieces; that the imports of Dutch 
drills increased from 40,170 pieces in 1899 to 44,624 in 1900, but 
that those of American drills fell from 1,626,107 pieces in 1899 to 
805,892 in 1900, a reduction of more than one-half in American 

oods ; while those from England showed a reduction of less than 
5 per cent., and those from the Netherlands an actual gain of | 
more than 10 per cent. 

In sheetings, those of English manufacture fell from 763,762 
pieces in 1899 to 605,199 in 1900, a decrease of about 160,000 
pieces, while those of the United States fell from 3,975,903 pieces 
to 2,312,494, a reduction of more than 1,500,000 pieces. 

Kerosene oil:—Importations of the American product fell from 
40,724,989 galls. to 34,447,112 galls., a decrease of more than 
6,000,000 galls.; those from Russia fell from 35,695,116 to 
32,708,757 galls., a decrease of about 3,000,000 galls.; while 
Sumatra showed an increase of over 4,000,000 galls., the figures 
for Sumatran oil being for 1899, 11,993,202 galls., and for 1900, 
16,424,155.

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THE MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES OF KANSAS. 


The following article showing the progress of Kansas as a 
manufacturing state between 1890 and 1900 is based on particu- 
lars given in Bulletin No. 115 of the ‘I'welfth Census of the 
United States of America :— 


The seven leading industries of the State in 1900 embraced 


867 establishments, or 111 per cent. of ths total number in 
the State; used a capital of 37,540,472 dols., or 56:2 per cent. 
of the total; gave employment to 18,465 wage-earners, or 52°5 
per cent. of the total number; and paid 9,459,963 dols., or 
58 per cent. of the total wages. The value of their products was 
119,485,746 dols., or 69°4 per cent. of the total. 


Slaughtering and Meat Packing is the most important industry in | 


the State. The 14 establishments reported in 1900 gave employ- 
ment to 8,117 wage-earners, or 23'1 per cent. of the wage-earners 
employed in the State, and the products were valued at 
77,411,883 dols., or 45 per cent. of the total value of the products 
of the State. In 1890 there were 18 establishments, 5,018 wage- 
earners, and products valued at 44,696,077 dols. The increase in 
value of products, during the decade, was 73:2 per cent. Kansas 
is one of the leading stock-raising states of the country, having 
marketed 3,330,944 head of cattle in 1899, valued at 67,499,112 
dols., and slaughtering and meat packing forms an auxiliary to 
that great industry. . 

Allied to slaughtering and meat packing is the Manufacture of 
Soap and Candles. There were seven establishments engaged in 
this industry in 1900, with 177 wage-earners, and products valued 
at 1,083,337 dols. In 1890 there were nine establishments, 39 
wage-earners, and products valued at 253,219 dols. The value of 
products increased 327:8 per cent. during the decade. The 
establishments engaged in this industry make considerable use of 
the oils, fatty matter, offal, and other waste products of the 
slaughtering and meat packing houses. 

Flour and Grist Milling ranks second in importance, with 533 
establishments, 1,451 wage-earners, and products valued at 
21,926,768 dols. In 1890 there were 348 establishments, 1,623 
wage-earners, and products valued at 17,420,475 dols. The 
increase in the value of products during the decade was 259 per 
cent. 

Car Construction and General Shop Work by steam railway 
companies holds third place among the manufacturing industries 
of the State. There were 37 establishments reported in 1900, 
with 5,592 wage-earners, and products valued at 6,816,816 dols. 
In 1890 there were 26 establishments, 2,819 wage-earners, and 
products valued at 3,644,038 dols. The increase in the value of 
products during the decade was 87°1 per cent. The importance of 
this industry in Kansas is indirectly due to its vast agricultural 
resources, for the 8,980 miles of railroad in the State, equivalent 
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to 22 trunk lines across its entire length, were built primarily to 
handle its large agricultural and stock-raising products. 

There were 11 establishments engaged in the Smelting and 
Refining of Zinc in 1900, with 1,487 wage-earners, and products 
valued at 5,790,144 dols. In 1890, four establishments were 
reported, with 341 wage-earners and products valued at 963,500 dols. 
The increase in the value of products during the decade was 
500°9 per cent. 

There were 171 establishments in 1900 engaged in the Factory 
Manufacture of Cheese, Butter, and Condensed Milk, with 395 wage- 
earners, and products valued at 3,652,530 dols. In 1890 there were 
101 establishments, 271 wage-earners, and products valued at 
919,787 dols. The increase in the value of products during the 
decade was 297-1 per cent. Good railway facilities have made it 
possible to collect cream from numerous and scattered sub-stations, 
for the supply of the more centrally located butter and cheese 
factories. Moreover, many co-vperative establishments exist in 
the State and have attained considerable success. 

There were 94 establishments in 1900 engaged in the Manufac- 
ture of Foundry and Machine Shop Products, with 1,246 wage- 
earners, and products valued at 2,804,268 dols. In 1890 there 
were 69 establishments, 1,501 wage-earners, and products valued 
at 2,756,825 dols. The increase in the value of products during 
the decade was 1-7 per cent. 
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THE MINERAL INDUSTRY OF WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 


In the report of the Department of Mines of Western Australia 
for the year 1900, it is stated that in all countries in which 
extensive mineral deposits are worked, and more especially in 
those in which auriferous deposits predominate, the annual output 
is variable, and Western Australia is no exception to the rule. 
The total output of minerals for 1899 exceeded by far that of any 
previous year, while the total mineral output for 1900 shows a 
decrease in value of 167,906/. on the previous year, a falling off of 
about 2°6 per cent. as compared with the total value of the mineral 
output for that year. 

It is most satisfactory, however, to note that, with the exception 
of lead and gold, the output of the various minerals shows a 
marked increase, and the falling off in the yield of gold was 
only to be expected in view of the forced outputs of some of the 
leading mines of the State during 1899. 

Gold.—The total output of gold for the year 1900, as shown by | 
the export and mint returns, is 1,580,950 ozs., a decrease of 
62,927 ozs., or about 3°8 per cent. on the 1899 yield. It is, how- 
ever, gratifying to note that the decrease has not been a general 
one, but has been confined to a few goldfields.* 

Coal.—The output of coal for 1900 has been 118,410 tons, 
exceeding the 1899 output by 64,074 tons. There have been three 
producing collieries, the Wallsend, the Proprietary, and the West 
Australian Collieries, on which 400 men are employed. Several 
companies holding leases on the field have, during the year, put 
down a series of bores, with a view of testing their properties, and 
it is very gratifying to note that the information obtained as to 
the existence of new coal seams is highly satisfactory. 

Tin—Though the output of tin ore for 1900 as compared with 
the previous year shows,an increase of 488 tons, valued at 31,4321. 
(823 tons valued at 56,702/., as against 335 tons valued at 25,2701. 

in 1899), the progress of this industry during the year is somewhat 
disappointing. 

Copper.—The value of the copper ore raised during the year has 
been 43,6731., showing an increase of 7,735]. over the previous 
year (2,964 tons valued at 35,9387. in 1899). The output 
from the Malcolm district in the Mount Margaret Goldfield 
shows the largest increase, and the deposits in this district 
give promise of large and consistent return in the near future. 
Western Australia gives every prospect of becoming a large 
copper producer. ‘ Deposits of this mineral, which give every 
prospect of payable results are found from Kimberley in the north 
to Phillips River in the south, and the results from the mines in 
the vicinity of Murrin Murrin, which is 75 miles from a railway 
and 540 miles from a seaport, show what is to be expected in 
places closer to the seaboard. 

Ironstone and Limestone Slight increases are shown in the 
production of these minerals, but the figures in the case of lime- 
stone do not by any means represent the production of the State, 
as returns only of the limestone used for flux, and a portion of that 
from which lime used for cyaniding purposes is made are available.

stration has decided that these articles may be cleared at the Cairo 
Customs if the owners wish it. 

In these instances the owners must instruct their agents at the 
port at which the goods are landed to ask the Director of Customs 
at that port for the necessary permission to forward the goods to 
Cairo. The packages or cases will then be sealed by the Customs, 
and will be despatched by the owners’ agents themselves under the 
supervision of the Custems. The railway goods receipt note, or 
other ticket, will be made out in the name of the Customs at Cairo, 
and be handed to the Customs at port of landing for transmission 
to the Customs at Cairo. ' 

On the arrival of the goods at Cairo the Customs there will inform 
the owners in order that they may remove them after paying the 
regular duties or other charges which may be due on them.

Blue-print paper.—Paper used for making photographic blue- 
print paper is not itself a photographic paper, but is capable of 
being used for printing books; it is, therefore, dutiable under 
paragraph 396 of the Tariff. 

Press-paper.—So-called press-paper or press-boards, made by 
running pulp through rollers, and: commercially known: as paper, 
is not a manufacture of paper, but is dutiable as “paper not 
specially provided for,” under paragraph 402 of the Tariff, at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem. 

Jute fubrics.—Burlaps of sinyle jute yarns, woven in such a 
manner as to present a twilled effect running diagonally across the 
cloth, are dutiable as manufactures of vegetable fibre, under 
paragraph 347 of the Tariff, at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem, 
and not as plain woven fabrics of single jute yarns under paragraph 
341. The term “plain woven” in that paragraph means plain as 
distinguished from twilled or figured effects produced in the process 
of weaving. 

Plain woven cloth composed of jute yarns advanced beyond the 
condition of singles by grouping or twisting three or more single 
yarns together, is also dutiable under paragraph 347, paragraphs 
341 and 344 being limited to goods composed of single yarns. 

Stipites pyrethri.—* Stipites pyrethri,” the stems of the herb 
pyrethrum, cut into lengths of from 50 to 70 centimetres and 
pressed into bales, are free of duty as crude drugs, under paragraph 
548 of the Tariff.

DENMARK-—ICELAND. 


H.M. Consul at Reykjavik, in his report recently received at the © 
Shippi Foreign Office, states that all vessels comin 
Ha “acy from abroad pay a clearance fee of 25 dre (34d. 
; “gts & per net register ton at the first harbour entered. — 
Light Dues. &. Vessels which pass Reykjanes Lighthouse and 
enter a port in Faxe Bay pay light dues of 20 dre (2$d.) per net 
register ton, but if they pass Faxe Bay, and enter a port north of — 
Snofellsnes, they only pay 15 dre (2d.) per ton. , 
At Reykjavik harbour dues of 15 dre (2d.) per net register ton 
are charged on first entry, on subsequent entries in the same year 
the harbour dues are reduced by 25 per cent. 
At Reykjavik pilotage is compulsory on the first entry in each 
year, for which 8 dre (1-);d.) per net register ton is charged. On 
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subsequent entries in the same year pilotage is optional at the 
same rate. 

Each vessel pays also a pilotage fund fee of 1 kr. (1s. 14d.), and 
between 14th August and 14th April a harbour light fee of 2 kr. 
(2s. 22d.). For permission to take ballast on the beaches of 
Reykjavik a fee of 10 dre (14d.) per net register ton is charged, 
and for permission to take water a fee of 2 kr. (2s. 23d.) per vessel. 

Authorised pilots will be found at most of the other ports, at 
which pilotage is optional. 

At Isafjord the harbour dues are 15 Gre (2d.), and at Akureyri 
12 Gre (1gd.) per net register ton. 

Foreign fishing vessels entering harbours in Iceland pay the 
same dunes as trading vessels, except that the clearance fee is 
10 dre (14d.) per net register ton at the first port entered, and 
5 bre ($d.) per ton at each port subsequently entered on the same 
voyage, and compulsory pilotage at Reykjavik is 5 dre ($d.) per 
net register ton. 

All foreign vessels entering ports in Iceland must produce a 
bill of health and manifest, both attested by the Danish Consul 
at their port of departure. These visas are often omitted, which 
involves a fine. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,733.) 


GERMAN SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. 


With reference to the notice p. 200 " the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” for 25th April last, the ‘Cape 
yi tgs Times” of the 6th ult., in a notice on the 
y: progress of Swakopmund, the port of German 
South-West Africa, states that considerable changes have taken 
place there. In the course of a few months many new buildings 
have been erected including the railway station, a really handsome 
building. 

The writer goes on to say :—‘ The railway which is now open 
as far as Banspitz, which is some 289 kiloms. (180 miles) from 
Swakop, is of a light character, the gauge measuring but 24 ins. 
outside measurement, and really looks like a toy line compared 
with ours and European railways. However, I have seen some 
quite respectable loads being drawn by strikingly small engines.

On their return from Jamaica the steamers will carry fruit 
to New York.

The 
ena -Aenarien: Company’s fleet will consist of 14 vessels, and

Juan, Porto Rico, connecting at both points with other steamers 
of the same line for other points in the West Indies and the 
Continent. 

This is Boston’s first direct steam freight route to the West 
Indies and Latin America.

In the Report in the Ceylon Blue Book for 1900 just issued by 
a the Colonial Office, it is stated that the fall in 
poe b the value of plumbago exercised a check on 
Siduetey, mining operations, which are carried on princi- 
‘ pally in the North-Western, Central, and. 
Western Provinces, and many of the smaller mines were aban- 
doned. The larger pits yielding the better qualities of the mineral, 
and those whose owners held substantial capital and employed. 
skilled European supervision showed an increased output, and. 
prospered fairly. 
In Kurunegala only 50 plumbago pits were worked, compared. 
with 154 in 1899, and in the Southern Province only 30 acres, 
were leased as against 117. In the Central and Western Provinces 
similar signs of the depression of the industry were manifest. 


CANADA. 


The following particulars by Mr. Johnson, Dominion Statistician, 

relating to the coal and iron fields of Canada, 

Coal. have been published in the issue of ‘“ Industrial 
Canada” for 30th November last :— 

The coal area of Canada is estimated at 97,200 square miles, not 
including areas in the far north-known but as yet undeveloped. 

Those areas are included in the political division of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, the North-west Territories and British 
Columbia—about 20 per cent. in the Maritime Provinces of the 
East, 67 per cent. in the North-west Territories and 13 per cent. in 
British Columbia. 

The development is satisfactory. The percentage of increase in 
tons of output in the States from 1888 to 1900 was for bituminous 
43 per cent. and in Canada in the same period 104 per cent. 

The position of the coal areas of Canada are exceptionally 
commanding. The extreme eastern and western fields are on the 
salt water coast line. The Provinces of Quebec and Ontario, 
without coal, are compensated by the possession of innumerable 
water falls, widely scattered, and with a combined energy equal to 
many millions of horse-power, capable of being applied directly or 
for the cheap production of electricity as a motive force. 


Canada, throughout a very large part of her territory (more than 
3°6 million square miles), is rich in iron ores of 

Tron. almost every variety known to metallurgy. In 
Nova Scotia there are extensive deposits of brown 
hematite, magnetic and spathic ‘ores lying side by side with coal 
fields of great magnitude. In New Brunswick bog and magnetic 
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ores abound. In Quebec the bog and lake ores are probably the 
most extensive deposits of like nature in the world. There are 
also large deposits of chromic iron in Quebec. Ores of iron are 
widely distributed throughout Ontario, large deposits of hematite 
and magnetite having beenfound. In British Columbia magnetite 
is the chiefore. The ore bed at Texada Island is from 20 ft. to 25 ft. 
thick, and assays 68°4 per cent. of iron. The development in the 
requirements of iron and steel goods is great. In 1894 the country 
imported in various forms and conditions of manufacture 604,000 
tons of iron and steel goods; in 1899 the quantity imported was 
812,000 tons, with about the same proportions of highly developed 
forms of manufacture. In 1894 the production of pig-iron in 
Canada amounted to 44,791 gross tons, and in 1899 to 94,077 tons, 
of which 17,796 tons were charcoal and 76,281 tons were charcoal 
and coke mixed and coke pig-iron.

It is 
stated that the shaft.sunk by the people of Trondhjem is situated 
near the shore, at Advent Bay, where a safe harbour is found. 
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After having blasted 40 ft. through ciear ice, solid rock was struck, 
and at a depth of 60 ft. dry coal of good quality was found. The 
layer of coal had a thickness of 10 ft. and appeared to be-extensive. 
In the mountain were also found petrified apples, pears, nuts, and 
even leaves of bananas.

TURKEY IN ASIA. 


The United States Consul at Beirut states that olive oil has many 
uses, but more substitutes, and few salads are 

sae asa compounded without the aid of one of these. 
Cotton-seed oil is a favourite substitute, but, 
according to an Egyptian newspaper, this is to find a rival in 
the form of the seed of the sunflower. The Consul reports that 
experiments made by German chemists have convinced them, it 
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seems, of the availability of this cheap raw material, and it may 
shortly become a valuable article of commerce. It is said to be 
convertible to many uses, and, besides having possibilities as a 
lamp oil, may be used for dyeing purposes, and will be of service 
in soap making. 


According to a repert-of-the Italian Legation at Athens published 

in the “ Bollettino di Notizie Commerciale ” for 

bp pg of the current month, the walnut crop of the 

; . Trebizond district amounted to 440,000 quintals, 

showing an increase of 57,000 quintals over the crop of 1900. The 

value of the 1901 crop is estimated at 440,0001., the value of one 
quintal having fallen from 32s. in 1900 to 20s. in 1901. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


_ The British Vice-Consul at Jacksonville, in a report recently received 
‘ at the Foreign Office, states that two companies 
- are preparing to establish sugar refineries in 
- “tn Florida. Florida, The Eldridge Sugar Mill Company 
will build a mill with a daily capacity of 150 
tons at Orange Park, ten miles from Jacksonville; the plant is to 
cost 100,000 dols. This company owns a large sugar-growing area 
and also expects to work up the sugar cane raised by other planters 
who heretofore have converted their products into molasses. By 
this crude method they have only been able to extract 40 per cent. 
of the saccharine matter, while the new mill will extract from 90 to 
95 per cent. The planters, therefore, will find the value of their 
product doubled by using the mill. 

The other company is known as the Florida East Coast Com- 
mercial Company, and is going to erect a refinery at Oakhill a small 
coasting village about 150 miles from Jacksonville. They intend 
to manufacture standard granulated sugar and their plant is to cost 
500,000 dols. The managers of the enterprise hope to make sugar 
refining one of the largest industries in the State. 

. As the raw material for sugar refining in Florida will be limited, 
the total product of refined sugar will, of course, cut only a small 
figure in the aggregate output of the country. It has long been 
an axiom of the sugar business that refining can only be profit- 
ably conducted by very large plants turning out an enormous 
product. The reason for this is that as the difference between the 

. cost of raw and refined sugar is only about a cent a pound, the 
business cannot be profitable where raw sugar is brought from long 
distances unless an enormous quantity of sugar is refined, so the 
business thus far in the United States has been restricted mainly 
to the few mammoth refineries in the northern part of the country 
who draw upon all parts of the world for raw cane sugar and also 
buy a portion of the raw product from the sugar beet farms of 
Europe.

Ind. oe. during the year 1900. Owing to the monopoly 

ene. established by Japan the price of crude cam- 


phor rose to 200s. a cwt., and the report states that if this price is 
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maintained there is some prospect of growing the plant profitably 
in Ceylon, where it succeeds well in many districts. A series of 


distillation experiments yield fairly promising results. 


In the same report it is noted that, in 1900, there was no oyster 

Oyster pearl fishery, nor is it expected that the banks 

Fisheries. will be ready to be fished for another year or 

two. The young oysters have a disappointing 

way of disappearing before they come to maturity, and have many 

enemies to contend with. An expert is to visit Ceylon to investi- 
gate and report on the best measures for their protection. 


CANADA. 


A memorandum has been received at the Board of Trade from the 

; Dominion Government Statistician which states 

ig Res. P a that the pulp mills of Canada, with a capacity 

equal to the production of 316,500 tons of wood 

pulp, actualiy produced in the nine months ended 30th September, 

1901, the following quantities— 142,085 tons of mechanical puip, 
61,934 tons of sulphite, and 8.485 tons of soda pulp. 

They were, therefore, employed to the extent of two-thirds of their 
capacity. 

The outside markets took about 414 per cent, of the entire out- 
put. The United States took one-eighth and the United Kingdom 
over one quarter of the output. 

Great Britain’s purchases were valued in the Canadian Customs 
returns at 750,000 dols. ‘Those ofthe United States at 684,000 dols. 
Other countries took 33,500 dols. 

The home market absorbed or held over for future sales about 
124,000 tons. 

The export of wood pulp from Canada during the ten months 
ended 31st October amounted to 1,220,593 dols., of which 
67,755 dols. went to the United Kingdom and the remainder to 
the United States. 


The United States Consul at Dawson City reports that that place 
is the central market for a vast extent of fur- 

bearing country, stretching from the Mackenzie 
Ppe Basin to the coast range and from the Porcupine 


to the Hootalinqua. In this area, perhaps 1,000 men are engaged 
in hunting and trapping, exclusive of the Indians: and from Dawson, 
fully 40,000 peltries are annually exported to the great fur markets 
of London and New York. The industry yields a revenue every 
year of nearly 70,000/. 
In the local fur market London quotations govern. These are 
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fixed twice a year—March and August—by a board of principal 
dealers in that city, and prices are gauged according to that scale 
in all parts of the world except Russia. The present rates, com- 
pared with last year’s prices, show an increase on bear, beaver, otter, 
and mink, and a decrease on silver-gray fox, marten, wolf, and 
wolverine. 

In varieties, marten are the most numerous and black fox the 
scarcest. The latter is the most valuable of all, a good pelt readily 
bringing 60/., and muskrat is the least costly, being worth only 
about 2d. 

The favourite rivers among the trappers are the Pelly, White, 
Stewart, and Porcupine, while game hunters prefer the Klondike 
and Forty Mile, because of the accessibility to a ready market. 
The Big and Little Salmon, Hootalinqua, Chandelar, and Selwyn 
rivers are also frequented by many trappers, while a considerable 
number are scattered along the Yukon itself. The Peel and other 
streams flowing into the Mackenzie Basin are also considered choice 
trapping grounds. 

The annual production of the different varieties of pelts, their 
market value, and special facts distinguishing their distribution 
are given as follows: 

Bear.—Black, silver tip, brown, grizzly, and cinnamon; found 
all over the country from March to November; number shipped. 
3,000 ; price, 2/. to 5. It takes an exceptionally fine skin to bring 
more than the maximum figure quoted.

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The decrease in the value of exports from Algeria to France in 
1900, as shown by the above table, is more apparent than real, and 
is due principally to two causes which it may be interesting to 
note :-— 

1. The influence of the commercial crisis which has been felt by 
all wine-producing countries, has weighed heavily upon Algeria, 
and sensibly affected the export of wine. 2. The decrease is the 
more marked in consequence of the modification introduced into 
the method of estimating the average price of exported wine. 

In 1899 Algerian wines exported in casks (ordinary wine and 
liqueurs) were respectively valued at, 28 fr. and 105 fr. per 
hectolitre. In 1900, on the representations of the Algiers Chamber 
of Commerce, they were valued at 20 fr. and 35 fr. respectively, so 
that the difference resulting from a comparison of the values of 
Algerian wines exported to France in 1899 and 1900 is not in 
proportion to the difference between the quantities exported.

Customs Duties—A general import duty of 8 per cent. ad 
valorem is charged. Products for which there is a monopoly, and 
arms, the imports of which are prohibited, are exceptions to this 
rule, as well as certain kinds of agricultural machinery which are 
admitted free. 

There is an export duty of one per cent. ad valorem. Store dues 
are chargeable one week after the landing of goods; the tax is a 
heavy one and is increased from week to week. At the end of a 
year, goods not removed can be sold by the Government. 

The buyer of the goods must at the time of delivery to the 
Customs verify if they are in conformity with the order given. In 
order therefore to avoid merchandise being refused, it is absolutely 
necessary to execute the orders exactly, to pack them carefully 
acoording to directions, and to forward them in the manner 
indicated.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far ag 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which wag 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 

partments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Eacise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
lations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 
Firms abroad engaged-in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &e. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
Seed monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
